The Threat to Dublin. 

The Dublin Borough Commissioners have 
decided to resist the dictation of the 
Municipal Workers’ Union and have in- 
voked the citizens’ aid. No other course 


was open to them ; for, if the ratepayers’ 
paid servants are allowed to. become the 
ratepayers’ masters, the result must be 
‘civic chaos. What firm—native, English 
‘or. foreign—would , tender’ for Dublin 
contracts if any body of discontented work- 
men were free to repudiate the city’s 
bond? Moreover, there is not a shadow 
of excuse for the strike which the auto- 
crats ol the shovel threaten to start on 
Saturday. It is defended as a protest 
against the ‘inttoduction of foreign work- 
men; but, in the first place, the Irish 
Labour’ Party has not condemned foreign 
contracts—indeed, it blessed the Shannon 
scheme--and, in. the next place, the 
Borough Commissioners have . promised 
that no foreign labour shall be employed. 
They have promised also that all regular 
workers. in civic employment shall be 
retained, and they guarantee the present 
employment of casual workers for at least 
twelve months. In the face of this large 
concession tho Municipal Workers’ Union 
proposes, by the withdrawal of its eighteen 
hundred members, to fling Dublin into 
conditions of dirt and squalor, gravely to 
imperil the public health, and, perhaps, 
to close factories—and thus to deprive 
many humble citizens of their bread—by 
the suspension of electric power and light. 
The challenge is intolerable, and, if the 
battle, is once begun, the Commissioners, 
with the solid and active support of public 
opinion, must fight it to the end. It is 
important that during the next three days 
the municipal workers shall be left under 


| no ilhisions concerning the consequences 


of failure to impose their wilk upon the 
500,000 citizens of Dublin. We presume 


| that regular employés who may choose to 


forsake their duties will forfeit their 
pension rights, but the matter ought to 
be lifted out of the region of mere 
presumption. The Commissioners ought 
to announce immediately that every man 
who abandons their service on Saturday 
will sacrifice definitely all rights to a 
pension. 

The Commissioners call for volunteers 
who, if a strike begins, will safeguard the 
health, comfort and industry of Dublin. 
We hope that the response will te 
abundant and swift—the moral effect of 
sich a response within the next: three 
days would be enormous—and that it will 
not be confined to the class for which the 
pomise of good wages may be the chief 
inducement. The municipal’ workers 
threaten a’ blow at the welfare of all 
classes, and in this emergency all classes 
have an equal duty. The issue at stake 
is not only, as the Commissioners say, 
E efficient and economic administration,’’ 
‘but the vital principles of national and 
civic order, and, if we may paraphrase 
George Herbert— 


“Who sweep: a street, as for these laws, 
Makes that and the action fine.”

The majority of our manufacturers, ‘f) 
they think of design at all, do not soar 
much higher than an impossible shamrock 
border or a depressed wolfhound crouching 
below a tumbledown round tower. That 
the artist might prove a valuable ally in 
the capture of new markets is a conception 
wholly alien to the mental outlook of most 
of us. Yet there’is nothing revolutionary 
in the idea; on the. contrary, where the 
experiment has ‘been seriously tried, as in 
Dublin stained. glass or Donegal carpets, 
the result has confyted the sceptics. 
Where, on the other hand, we have been 
content to walk in the old ways: we are, 
paying the price in a diminishing demand: 
for our products. Even the superb crafts-’ 
manship of the Irish lace-worker does not 
atone for the lifelessness of many of the 
patterns upon. which. nowadays she. exer- 
cises her skill. Belleek ware is as beauti- 
ful as that of Sevres; but, whereas 'the 
French Government mohilises the best 
designers of the nation, Belleek, unfor- 
tunately, clings’ to fashions that suggest 
antimacassars and horse-hair sofas. 

How many manufacturers of © Irish 
products will visit the Arts and Crafts 
Exhibition, which opened in- Dublin: last 
week, and will explore for themselves its 
possibilities from a business point of. view ? 
So far, the worst obstacle which our crafts- 
men have toencounter is the fact that they 
are doomed to work in a vacuum, as it were, 
without any opportunity of applying their 
skill to practical ends. All the responsi- 
biilty, however, cannot be thrown on 
private individuals while the Government 
still’ fails to give an adequate lead. Up 
to the present its principal: contributions 
to artistic progress have been limited to 
the feeble postage stamps designs and the 
flourishes of Gaelic ornament upon the 
postal delivery vans. If it is worth while 
to finance art-education. out of public 
money, it ought to be worth while, when 
the Government undertakes artistic experi- 
ments, to ensure that the best of our native 
craft-workers shall be entrusted with the 
job, As it is, in our art schools we are 
educating mainly for export, because we 
lack the energy and insight to develop the 
possibilities of art in industry. Everyone 
who faces the question honestly realises that 
the method of mass-production upon which 
large-scale industries are based is not con- 
genial to the ‘Irish temperament. Our 
best hope lies in undertakings that give 
scope to the individual and gain their hold 
by the excellence of their quality. That 
our people possess in a large measure the 
artistic instinct is admitted even by their 
harshest critics. Too often the gift remains 
undeveloped, but where an opening is pro- 
vided, and the right means are taken to 
handle the new material, success. is ‘rarely 
lacking. Twenty years ago an Irish theatre 
seemed to be the most fantastic of visions, 
but to-day Irish plays and Irish actors are 
known throughout the world.

Tourists and Hotels. 


The Ulster Tourist Development Asso- 
ciation states that the principal holiday 
resorts in Northern Ireland have enjoyed 
the most. successful. season since before 
the war. Resolved to profit by a good 
beginning, the Association is laying plans 
for fresh enterprises. A well-known 
Northern artist will be invited to lend 
his art to the advertisement of Ulster s 
attractions, and an eminent writer will 
be asked to write a guide-book for the 
province. The attraction of visitors, 
however, is but, the ; first. step in 
the building up of a prosperous tourist 
traffic; once attracted, visitors. must be 
accommodated, entertained “and gratified. 
The past season saw. larger numbers cf 
tourists flocking to our. shores. than were 
anticipated. Can it be said that the 
hospitality offered was such as to ensúre 
return visits? A letter from Mr. Huet, 
of the Dunlop Rubber Company, Limited, 
which we publish to-day, declares that, 
while the motorist during the past year 
found the Irish roads often surprisingly 
satisfactory, the hotels proved to be dis- 
appointin;. Accommodation was good and 
food was good; but in far too many cases the 
service was careless and the hotel itself 
neither comfortable’ nor clean. '' The 
general effect was dreary.’’ Ireland has. 
many hotels which are unsurpassed in: 
homely charm. All of us can recall visits 
to famous scenes of beauty and romance, 
which were rendered doubly pleasant by 
th; cordiality and comfort that per- 
vaded the local hostelry.

Here is the 
apenas of of the statesman who . directed 
foreign policy in the most critical 
period of the ages; and in its authoritative 
intimacy, it, may be taken as Britain’s own 
apologia. Here are the inmost secrets 
of national life ; here is exposed the 
inmost working of the nation’s will. As, 
indeed, we might expect of the man from 
which. these chapters proceed, the gravity of 
the issues disenssed is ever present in con- 
sciousness; immaterial and personal matters 
are put aside, and the tremendous movement 
of the nations towards disaster is described in 
awed, yet lucid and beautiful, language, . as 
ií an Aeschylus were the author. 


THE FIRST CRISIS. 


Sir Edward Grey, baronet, came of a family 
that has given many eminent men to national 
service. He entered politics out of the sense 
of duty proper to his class. Im 1892 he was 
selected by Lord Rosebery as Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary 40 the Foreign Office. From 
that date Viscount Grey's story begins. Even 
in the earliest chapters of the narrative 
thadows of*the coming horror gloom. We 
rea] of groupings of the nations, ‘of alliances, 

“incidents, strain’ now with France, now 
with Germanv—but it is when we reach the 
date. of 1906; as we' do. early. in the 
first volume, that a big crisis first arises. In 
1906 trouble arose in Morocco, and a settle 
ment. was ‘reached at .the Algeciras Con- 
ference. France sought guarantees of British 
assistance ‘in the event of war, but Sir 
Edward Grey was unable then, as he was 
unable down the years, to promise more for 
Britain than diplomatic support. Always we 
see him governed’ by the cardinal principle. 
never to commit’ Britain to war in foreign 
quarrels. 

Peace was preserved in 1906 hy the Ger- 
mans ‘giving’ way and- sutrendering their 
claims» for a Moroccan port. Yet Franco- 
British: friendship suffered a ‘serious strain, 
and we read: “ As one looks about, and sees 
all the perils that there were, how little he- 
lief nations have “in each other,- how prone 
they ate to disbelieve and to suspect, it seems 
almost a’ miracle that the Hntente survived.” 
Probably it was to cast this strain on the 
Entente that German policy forced that 
crisis. bha 

THE SECOND CRISIS. 

The year that followed saw efforts directed 
to the attainment of an understanding with 
Russia. In 1908 a second crisis came. The 
aoe Turk revolution and the annexa- 
tion. of Bosnia and Herzegovina by 
Austria set the Balkans agog, Russia,: on 
the one side, and Austria and Germany, on 
the other, . almost came to gtips over the re- 
vrieutation of interests in the Near East. In 
the upshot, Russia gave way and Gérmany 
ee influence’ in Asia Minor. Something 

i] much like the opening moves of the 

omatic struggle in 1914 was rehearsed. 
Te the thoughtful it must have been evident 
from that date that the whole question of the 
balance’ of power soon would have to be 
fought out with weapons. 

King Edward's visits abroad between 1908 
and 1910 have been given the character of 
preparation for the war with Germany. 
Perhaps, the most brilliant account of the 
King s personality ever penned is that given 
in Lord ‘Grey’s twelfth chapter, and it 1s 
instructive to learn that the statesman re 
members no occasion on which the Monarch 
tendered ‘‘criticism or suggestions®’ in 
matters of policy. ‘‘He not only accepted 
the constitutional practice that policy must 
be that of his Ministers, but he preferred that 
it should be so.” 


THE THIRD CRISIS. 
In 1911 rose the third crisis — the third 


shock which foreran the great convulsion. 
Germany was ready for war in 1911, and her 
action at Agadir was taken in full realisation 
of the likelihood of conflict. The crisis lasted 
for weeks, and the account of that period 1s 
impressive reading. We gather that the in- 
evitability of ultimate European war mast 
then have eater itself into the realisation of 
every party to the discussions. Mr. Lloyd 
George, who was regarded at. home and 
abroad as inclined to be pro-<German, or at 
least strongly opposed to British oes of 
France, entered Sir Edward Grey’s office one 
day and astonished the Minister by sub- 
mitting to him the draft of a speech which he 
urposed to make that night. It was a veiled, 
bat unmistakable, warning to Germany, de- 
claring that ‘‘national honour is no party 
question; the security of our great inter- 
rational ‘trade js no party question,”’ and 
making it clear that the speaker's party would 
support war by Britain if France was at- 
tacked. ‘The speech,” says Lord Grey, 
“was entirely Lloyd George’s own idea. I 
did oe to instigate it, but I welcomed 
it. . It was my opinion then, and it is 

so still, that the speech had much to do with 
preserving the peace in 1911.’ 


THE FINAL DISASTER. 


Agadir was not to be the spark that set 
the world afire. The crisis passed; but now 
events hastened on towards war. How at 
last Austria and Russia mobilised and how 
France and Germany stood to arms is vivid in 
every memory; but Lord Grey tells us from 
the inside of the desperate efforts made to 
leash the gathering storm—efforts as vain as 
they were poser On the morning of July 
50th, the . Minister received Bethmann-Holl- 
weg’ s proposal to buy British neutrality. 
"I read it through,” he says, ‘‘ with a feeling 
of despair.' When, on the terrible Monday, 
August 3rd, he stood up in the House of 
Commons to lay British policy hefore the 
House for ratification; he kept back the Ger- 
man .proposal lest it should stir indignation, 
and brine about a decision for other than the 
coolest reasons. 

** When I stood up to speak,” he says, “I 
do not recall feeling nervous. At such a 
moment there could be neither hope of per- 
sonal success or fear of personal failure. In a 
great crisis, a man who has to act or speak 
stands bare and stripped of choice. He has 
to do what it is in him to. do; just this is 
what he will and must do, and he can do 
no other.' The House supported the Minis- 
ter’s policy. An ultimatum. was sént to 
Berlin requiring a satisfaetory answer about 
Belgium on August 4th, by midnight. That 
dréad midnight came, but no reply from Ger- 
many. Britain’ was at war. 


PEACE THE SUPREME NEED.

It has been stated 
this week that the report will be ready 
during the next few days, but in view 
of the resumed meetings of the Commis- 
sioners and other circumstances that seems 
highly improbable. 


Dame Melba to Retire. 


Dame Melba announces to-day that she 
has definitely determined to retire in the 
near future from her professional. life. 
She.has arranged, however, to make a 
farewell. tour of the British Isles, and her 
last conceré in Dublin will be given on the 
20th February next. Dame Melba was 
born in Melbourne in 1865, and trained 
in Paris under Madame Marchesi. Tn 
October, 1887, she made her déhut In opera 
as Gilda in “ Rigoletto ’’ at the Theatre 
de la Monnaie, in Brussels. Later she 
made an appearance at the Covent Garden 
Opera and scored a great.success at Lucia 
di Lammermoor. Since then her triumphs 
have been achieved in every part of the 
world. 


Free State Contracts. 


Considerable resentment has been ex- 
pressed in cértain financial circles here at 
the idea that. Irish Free State contracts 
should be going to foreign firms, since it:is 
maintained that British money should be 
given a chance. I am told, however, that 
this feeling is not shared in the. Free 
State, where it is pointed out’ that the 
Free State authorities are only following 
the example of the people on this side who 
rush to place contracts in the cheapest 
market. I am told, too, that. notwith- 
standing the fact that some of the con- 
tracts may cause trouble in Labour circles, 


‘conditions in the Free State generally are 


greatly improved. Work in certain direc- 
tions is very short and money still shorter, 
but new factories are being set up and.a 
large amount of business is being put 
through on quite new lines. This definite 
information rather indicates that finan- 
ciers on this side will have to bestir them- 
selves and not wait for offers to come to 
them if they desire to have a finger in 
the Free State pie. 


Compensation Claims. 


It is some time since the Government 
in the House of Lords, through Lord Salis- 
bury, offered to set up a committee to con- 
sider claims to compensation made by 
some of the Southern Irish lovalists; for 
it was on July 2nd that the Government 
announced - that it would appoint three 
Ministers to work with. three representa- 
tives appointed by the Irish loyalists. The 
three representatives chosen were the 
Duke of Northumberland and Lord Danes- 
fort, with Lord Selborne, who was the first 
to bring the matter before the House of 
Lords. It is understood that several test 
cases prepared for the consideration of 
the committee have been ready for some 
time, but the three Ministers have not 
yet been selected by-the Prime Minister, 
sO progress is impossible. It is said that 
the Ministers will not be appointed until 
the end of the month—possibly not until 
the reassembling of Parliament. 


American Orders for Coal. 


Should the American coal strike ' be 
prolonged. it is expected that extensive 
orders will be placed in this country: . So 
far only one large consignment of anthra- 
cite has been despatched, but inquiries are 
being made by American agents in South 
Wales regarding prices and freightaze, 
and further shipments wil] be made if the 
dispute is not soon settled. The South 
Wales collieries have been able to quote 
satisfactory prices to the American in- 
quirers, and there will be no difficulty 
with regard to the ships and their rates, 
but complications may arise in unloading 
the coal should the Dockers’ Unions 
declare it to be a “ black ” product im- 
ported, for strike-breaking purposes. It is 
this factor which is holding up the 
further placing of orders. 


Valuable Fossils. 


A new industry has sprung up suddenly 
in Norfolk as the result of a discovery 
made some two years ago, concerned with 
the fossil remains o fishes of the Mesozoic 
age. The only deposit previously known 
was in the Austrian Tyrol, and that was 
the property of a firm of German chemists. 
From the fossils supply is manufactured 
ichthyol, which was a German monopoly 
until quite recently, but. will now 
be prepared at the rate of some twenty 
tons a month in Norfolk. Ichthyol is a 
brown, sticky paste, used extensively in 
certain skin disease: and: for other 
medicinal purposes. 


Progress in Palestine 


It is a striking indication of the way 
in which the Palestine Government. view 
the future prosperity of the Holy Land 
that they have just decided to make 
Tel-Aviv, the thriving centre of the Judean 
Jewish c:lonies, the railway junction of 
Palestine This decision to abandon Tudd. 
the buildings of which cost an enormous 
sum and which has since the war bean 
the junction of Palestine and the transfe 
point for Egypt, is significant of 
manner in which the Jewish colonists are 
contributing, and are expected increasinc!ly 
to contribute, to the coffers of the Palestine 
railways. A live is to be constructed from 
Kalkilieh to Tel-Aviv, running through 
Petach-Tiuvah -which already contributes 
to the railways five times more than 
Ludd—and thence through Rishon-le-Zion 
and Rehoboth to Jerusalem.

HERE were not more than a dozen 
Irish labourers working on the 
Shannon scheme last night, and the situa- 
tion -hourly seems to be growing worse. 
A number of Germans have been assaulted 


“by workers, and the German engineers in 


Limerick complain that they are subjected 
to jostling and jeers in the public streets. 

The work of unloading the North German 
Lloyd steamship Arabia>was carried on 
vesterday by the crew of the ship and 
German mechanics under the protection 
of Free State troops, who were on duty~at 
the docks with rifles and fixed bayonets. 

Mast of the National Army ex-soldiers 
who were engaged by Messrs. Siemens- 
Schuckert at 50s. a week (as against the 
30. offered to anskilled labourers) left’ 
work yesterday. 


THE WAGES OFFER. 


LABOUR CRITICISM. 
From OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
LIMERICK, Tuesday. 
‘You may take my word for it that unless 
an understanding is reached between the 
contractors and organised labour there will be 
no Shannon scheme,” was the remark made 
to me this evening by one of the leaders of 
the Limerick Branch of the Transport Union. 
There is not the slightest use in telling 
us.” he continued, “‘ that 32s. a week is being | 
accepted by agricultural labourers throughout 
the Free State. We know, and we have 
pointed out twenty times that there is no 
comparison between the agriculural labourer 
and the man who is going to take up work 
on the Shannon scheme. The average labourer 
in the country has three or four good meals 
a dav in the house in which he works, and 
if he is not housed by the farmer he generally 
lives in a cottage of his own with a hittle 
plot of land. 
“What do Siemens-Schuckert. offer. to the 
worker? ‘They say that they will give him 
less than Táid. an hour for a fifty-hour week. 
This means that if he works the full fifty 
hours he will get 32s. They say that they 
wil give him free hut accommodation. Of 
what account is that? It is simply a matter 
of conveniencing the contractors, of having 
the mén nea’ their place of work. It is 
simply a question of providing a mattress and 
an army blanket or two. 


THE MEALS. 

“Take the meals next. According to what 
the contractors have told us, breakfast will 
consist of tea, bread, butter and jam. For 
dinner there will be a half-pound of meat and 
a couple of ounces of vegetables, We are n- ; 
told what the meat will be like, so we can 
gay nothing more about the dinner than that 
it is hardly too much for an) exceptionally 
hardworking navvy. Is it saggested-that tea, 
bread, butter and jam make a very hearty 
breakfast for a man toiling from early morn- 
Ing until late evening. i can tell the con- 
tractors if they go to any farmer in the 
country they will find that his workman has 
something more substantial than that in the 
morning. 

“1 can also tell them that they 
find that most of the time he gets 
a pound of bacon and as much 
cabhage and potatoes as he can eat fer 
his dinner. The tea which the workmen will 


will 


get in the canteens of Siemens-Schuckert will : 


he to great banquet. Just as in the morning, 
they will sit down to tea, bread, butter and 
jam. The average farm labourer has a much 
better evening meal than that, In the first 
place, he is usually given an egg and plenty 
of good home-made bread. AL night he 
gets another meal which takes the form 
usually of a piate of porridge. The fact is 
fhat he is given the run of the farmer's 
kitchen and can eat when he wishes. The 
meals which the Shannon workers will get 
will cost them 12s. 3d. per head. That is 


the contractor s figure as put before us. 


THE DEDUCTIONS. 

“Let us take this a little further. 
cost of the workers’ insuratice every week 
will be ls. ld. That sum will be deducted 
from every worker's wages every week. That 
leaves him 30s. 11d., from which again you 
must take the 12s. 3d. for meals. The de- 
duction of these two amounts leaves him 
18s. 8d, Consider now for a moment what 
other things the man will want to buy out of 
that sum. First of all,-no doubt, he will find 
that the quantity of food served up to him 
for his datly meals is so meagre that he will 
have to go to the canteen every other day 
for a tin of bully beef or a loaf of bread to 
supplement his rations. He will want to buy 
cigarettes and tobacco and after he has had 
all these he will have about 10s. left. Now 
anyone. who knows anything at all about the 
cénditions of work on a scheme like this will 
realise that the maintenance of the worker's 
clothing will cost him en an average about 
another 5s. a week, and he has Ss. left. 
Where, in the name of humanity, is that man 
going to scrape up enough to keep his wife 
and, in ail probability, a few children’ It 
simply cannot” be done and we tell them to 
take back their starvation wage.” 


GOVERNMENT BLAMED. 

“The sooner the contractors tackle this 
question seriously,” he continued, “the 
better for everyone concerned. Irish labour 
is now united in its opposition to the 
scandalous proposal, and, mind you, it 
does not so much blame Siemens-Schuckert as 
it does the Free State Government. We. be- 
lieve that the Government is realy responsible 
for the present. conditions of affairs, and we 
savy to the Government that if there is not. an 
understanding between organised Labour and 
the contractors, there will be no Shannon 
scheme for Ireland.’’ 

These remarks of Labour representatives 
sum up the position in so far as the workers 
here are concerned. As for the people’ of 
Limerick, they have long ceased to be in- 
terested in the dispute. The general attitude 
seems how to be one of cynical indifference. 
There are many who feel that, if only to save 
the ‘‘eredit”’ of the country, the Govern- 
ment should intervene. It is everywhere con- 
sidered that no serious effort has heen made in 
the direétion of a settlement, and it is felt 
that Government intervention now would do 
much to mend what becomes. with the passage 
of days, an increasingly difficult situation.

SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENTAL 
FLIGHT. | 

The airship R 33, having successfully carried 
out her experimental trip, returned te Pulham 
yesterday afternoon after making a voyage 
over London. The giant airship had spent 
the night cruising in the Clacton-Margate 
area, and reported earlier from the air that 
everything was proceeding satisfactorily. At 
six o'cl on Hoare evening she passed 
over Lowestoft, flying low, and later was 
over Clacton. At a quarter to seve . yester- 
day morning she was reported over Southend,

After circling over the Air Ministry, she 
moved steadily in a north-easterly direction.

ship was to be taken into her shed instead 
of being attached to the mooring mast, as 
giar intended. 

It is understood that this course was 
decided upon as the airship had developed 
slight trouble in. the aft engine, owing to a 
broken gear box, and it will be easier to 
effect repairs in the shed. All the experi- 
ments were successfully carried out, and, 
apart from this little trouble, it is stated 
that the airship had an excellent flight.

MINISTER DEFENDS 
A PROCLAMATION. | 


SEDITION NOT TO BE 
ALLOWED.

HERE was an exciting debate in the 
.. Northern House of Commons yester- 
day in conseguence of the action of the 
Home Office in proclaiming a demonstra- 
tion of the unemployed which was to have 
been held at the opening yesterday of the 
autumn Parliamentary session. The 
Labour Party attacked the action of the 
Government, and maintained that it was 
an attempt to prevent the free expression 
of opinion. 

Sir Dawson Bates, Minister of, Home 
Affairs, declared that the demonstration 
was intended to intimidate Parliament, 
and quoted extensively from speeches of 
Labour leaders. One of the speakers had 
declared that the demonstration would 
make the Craigs and Andrews shake ;n 
their boots. Another said that when Bel- 
fast became ‘‘ Red,’’ as “ Red”’ it will be, 
private enterprise would cease to exist, 
and spoke of the.day when they would 
storm the citadel of political power in 
Northern Ireland and sit in the place of 
power ; while still another declared that 
there would be a revolution in the near 
future, as there was no other way out of 
the difficulty. 

Mr. George B. Hanna, the new Parlia- 
méntary Secretary to the Home Ministry, 
said’ that Labour leaders would not be 
permitted to preach sedition or make in- 
decent or abusive public speeches.

WHY IT WAS MADE. 

The matter was rais¢d by Mr. Samuel Kyle, 
the leader of the Labour Partv, who asked 
the Minister of Home Affairs by whose 
authority ‘the Inspector-General proclaimed 
the demonstration that was to be held under 
the auspices of the Belfast Labour Party, 
which ‘proposed to demonstrate peacefully to 
protest against the regulations laid down by 
the Ministry of Labour. 3 

The Minister of Home Affairs, in reply, 
said that he accepted all responsibility for the 
action of the Inspector-General, which he took 
after consultation with him. He regretted 
that, in view of the public utterances of the 
organisers, he could not agree with the hon. 
member that that was intended to be a 
peaceful demonstration. 

Mr. Kyle said that the importance of this 
was so great to the working classes in the 
city that he would draw attention to the 
matter on the motion for the adjournment of 
the House. 

On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
Kyle said that they had arranged demonstra- 
tions to focus the attention of the City 
Council and the Poor Law ‘Guardians on the 
question of unemployment in ‘Belfast, and par- 
ticularly on the number of people in the city. 
who. were suffering starvation through unem- 

loyment.” ‘They had demonstrated at the 

oard of Guardians, and were. told that the 
Guardians had no responsibility in the matter. 
They démonstrated at-the City Council, and 
they informed them that they had put the 
responsibility on the Guardians for giving 
outdoor relief, and that they had mortgaged 
the: ratenayers of the city as far as they saw 
“fit, Still. there was a tremendous army of 
"38,000 people, their own brothers and sisters, 
walking the streets. They proposed, there- 
fore, to hold.a demonstration to let the mem- 
bers of Parliament see the full. numbers of 
these people who were prepared to come out 
and demonstrate, 


THE TRADE UNIONS. 

Their trade unions had so decided, and they 
ell knew that these were constitutional as- 
sociations. Many of them kindly volunteered 
to lend their bands, some of them guaranteed 
to provide music, without which no demon- 
stration in Belfast was ever very successful.

JMR. BRUCE’S APPEAL. 


Mr. Bruce, the Prime Minister of Australia, 
accepted the challenge 
thrown down to constitutional authority in 
the Commonwealth by the forces of disorder 
remarks ‘The Times 
editorially. He has appealed to the country 
to make a definite choice between the Par- 
hamentary and democratic-system and those 
methods and tendencies of control of which 
the Communists are the chief exponents. |lt 
is the first time that such an issue has been 
só sharply and conspicuously raised in any 
part of the British Empire, and the progress 
of the electoral campaign will be watched 
here and in the Dominions with some wonder 
that Australia should be the scene of such 
‘an experiment, and with unusual concern. 
This time the issúé is not local.’ e ques- 
tions in dispute affect the bases of authority 
and government. By a singular turn of 
fortune the people of Australia have been 
called upon to give a clear verdict in the 
world-wide controversy between constitu. 
ticnal government, as exefcised by the whole 
people, and the so-called dictatorship of the 
proletariat. 

The Communists have steadily penetrated 
industrial organisations in Australia, and 
during the last few months a series of sea- 
men’s strikes, which have seriously em- 
barrassed the communications of the 
Commonwealth with the outside world, have 
made the issue of a protracted social crisis 
plain, and have brought it to a head. Mr. 
Bruce has used all available constitutional 
and legal means to combat the strike move- 
ment, with its continual menace to Australian 
prosperity. He appeals directly to the people 
to decide whether they .wish still to be 
governed freely on constitutional principles, 
or to be subjected to the domination of a 
caucus, which is assimilating very rapidly 
the tactics and strategy of Moscow.

THE Dublin Borough Commissioners are 


taking drastic, but necessary, steps 
to defeat the attack upon the public in- 
volved with. the decision of the Irish 
Municipal Employés’ Union to cease work 
on Saturday next. 

They have issued a statement of the 
pesition created by this decision ‘of the 
employés, and a call to the citizens of 
Dublin to rally in their owm interests 
against these well-paid public servants, 
who would put a pistol to the head of 
the community. Volunteers and work- 
men are required to carry on the public 
services, and all who fee] that they can - 
render assistance are asked to communi- 
cate with the City Commissioners; giving 
particulars as to age, what work they are 
prepared to do, and experience, if any. 
Preference will, naturally, be given to men 
who have been accustcmed to: work with 
horses or motors, or are familiar with 
steam engines, other machinery, or electric - 
power-house work, 


ANTIQUATED AND COSTLY METHODS 
The Commissioners point out several: 
important facts which citizens would ,do 
well to keep in view. The first is’ that 
no suitable Irish tender was received for 
the cleansing of the city streets, and no 
alternative was left but to accept the 
tender of M. Boudeville, of Paris, which 
would result in a saying to the public of 
£15,000, “ wasted by extravagant. and in- 
efficient methods.’’ It was provided that : 
No foreign labour should be imported ; 
All permanent employés should’ be re- 
tained, and that 
All temporary workers should be re- 
tained for at least twelve months, 
and that every effort would be made 
to. find continuous employment: for ' 
them. 
In spite of these generous concessions 
the Union has decided to set up a dictator- 
ship, to the general inconvenience of the 
citizens, whose interests Corporation 
workers are handsomely paid to serve. 
“ Grave as the consequences may. be, the 
Commissioners consider that the citizens 
will not permit any section of their em- 
ployés to arrogate to themselves the right 
to dictate how the work . the city n:ust 
be done, and to thretaen the entire life 
of the city in order to prevent efficient 
and economic administration.’’ 


“ FOREIGN LABOUR " MYTH. - 
The Union's statement that “foreign 
labour ' is to be introduced to the. detri- 
ment of Dublin workers is inaccurate and . 
misleadin,;. lt was made clear at the 
outset that it was not the intention of the 
Commissipners to bring in outside labour. 
On this ground the municipal employés™ 
have based their case against the contract, 
ard, in view of the guarantee given that ' 
“foreign labour” will not be brought. in, 
their case is, to say the least of it, a 
very weak one. It is to be hoped that 
common-sense will prevail in the counsels:

There can be no doubt as to the response 
which the Commissioners’ cal] to the 
citizens will receive.

EMPLOYES’ STATEMENT.

CONTRACTORS’ STORY OF 


ATTACKS ON GERMANS. 


We have received the following statement 
from Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert :— 

‘The following account of an attack on a 
German clerical worker in the City of 
Limerick has been issued to the Press by the 
Shannon contractors. It gives an insight into 
the methods of terrorism at present being 
used there. It will be noted that the German 
workers are all unarmed. They came to Ire- 
land for a perfectly legitimate ee 6 
namely, to carry out a contract with the 
Government of the Irish Free State, 

“The following record is set down from the 
statements of the four men, Messrs. 
von Brauchitsch, Henkel, Scheffler, and Peter, 
who were proceeding from O'Connell street 
up Barrington street at about 8.30 or 9 p.m. 
on the 5th October. Mr. Scheffler was in 
front, while Peter and Henkel were together 
behind him on one side of the street, but 
Mr. von Brauchitsch had crossed to 
the other side of the street. Scheffler, 
Peter, and Henkel were suddenly surrounded 
by six.or. eight men, who affronted them. 
They kept silent and were then set upon. 

‘They state unanimously that ir as- 
sailants used clubs or rubber pipes loaded 
with lead, and besides, Scheffler and Henkel 
were attacked with knives, Since the 
attackers were in a majority, our men 
scattered to call the police, Henkel and Peter 
going to O’Connell street and Scheffler in 
the other side direction. He was followed 
by two people. i 

“Mr von .Brauchitsch, who was walking 
on the other side of the street, was attacked 
from behind without any warning. He got 
a severe blow on the back of the head, fell 
down and lost consciousness. When he came 
to, the assailants’ came on again and gave him 
two blows in the face, so that he fainted 
again. When he recovered he got up and 
went towards his home, but as he entered 
the house he was again struck on the head, 
and reached the house, vomiting. 

‘The doctor who was to see him this morn- 


ing reports that it is not yet possible to say 


whether his brain has suffered a concussion 
or not. Mr. von Brauchitsch has a very 
swollen face and his lips are injured. 

“ The assault on Mr. von Brauchitsch was 
carried out in @ very cunning and obviously 
premeditated manner, When his companions 
returned to the scene of the attack with two 
Civic Guards the attackers were gone. It 
should be noted that these four gentlemen 
are indoor staff, employed exclusively in the 


office.”

A joint is cut up into fragments, and 
vegetables everywhere appear to be. over- 
boiled. .The general effect is dreary and 
unappetising, and I would most strongly -urge 
that, as far at leaet as listed hotels are con- 
cerned, drastic action should at once be taken 
not only by the’ Automobile Association itself,

appointed and uhless it wil] produce sub- 
stantial results, the voleano that has been 
smouldering for some time may burst open 
and smash local government to atoms. Law 
is an absolutely useless weapon to extract 
money from ‘an impoverished people, whiose 
needs and requirements constitute the chief 
law. What ‘then? When the finances and

About two thousand members attended the 
sixtieth annual meeting of the Church Con- 
gress at ‘Eastbourne yesterday. The sittings 
will. continue during this week. World 
problems and Christianity are the general! 
subjects for discussion. 

the opening of the Congress yesteriay 
morning was marked by a picturesque 
ecclesiastical ceremonial. A welcome was 
iven’by the Mayor and Corporation of & v.t- 
ourne from the balcony of the Town lui; 
On the right of the Mayor, in Lis episcopal 
robes, stood the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
who held a large ornate cross, and on the 
left was the Bishop of Chichester (President 
of the Congress), ancien his crosier. Below 
were many clergy in their ecclesiastical gar- 
ments, with a huge crowd, who listened to 
the Mayor s greeting. 

Then, in brilliant weather, processions 
went through the town to the four churches 
in which the official Services were held. 

DOCTRINE OF PREACHING. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, preaching 
at the Service in the Parish Church, com- 
plained of the character of the sermons, 
which were heard in churches to-day. ‘‘Every 
clerical meeting,” he said, “ harps on the 
fact of our sparser congregations. There are 
many reasons for that — bicycles, motors, 
char-a-banes contribute; so do golf and Sun- 
day papers; but, personally, put among 
the first causes the fact that our Church of 
England sermons have not kept pace with 
educational: advance. It can easily be 
described as intolerable that we clergy should 
leave it to the daily newspapers or the 
popular novelist to give guidance, and to 
suggest sturdy thought. 

“I have no doubt at all that the preach- 
ing to-day is less thoughtful and painstaking 
than it was in our fathers’ days. For mend- 
ing the lack we need more midnight oil, or, 
what is better, more forenoon hours, with 
closed. doors, cteady if miscellaneous study, 
and big note books.” 

His Grace added that in the old days 
th» preacher stood on a higher level than his 
hearers; but that was no longer so. They 
must, therefore, get the utmost equipment, 
and that called for right manning of the 
ministry. 

In his address as President of the Con- 
gress, the Bishop of Chichester said that the 
question had been raised of late whether it 
was well that they should have a congress 
every year. Many of them felt in doubt 
about it, and that was why they had selected 
a topic out of the ordinary course of congress 
topics. He imsisted on the necessity of 
the Church's giving its attention to the wide 
world and home affairs. They must help to 
bring enlightened Christian opinions to bear 
on problems of the moment, whether housing, 
wages, the functions of eapital; or any of the 
questions that ‘‘Copec” had sought .to 
tackle; but when it came to working out 
principles they, as a Church, had no authority 
to command in such cases as Free Trade or 
Protection, the wisd v of national owner- 
ship of collieries and other things. On the 
other hand, many, in despair or indifference, 
had ceased to think that Christian principles 
had any bearing on the affairs of life, and 
accepted the insidious platitude, ‘“ Business 
is business. '' 

In the evening the world aspect of indus- 
trial problems was debated. 

The Marquis of Hartington, M.P., urged 
th- necessity. of increased production, as a 
remedy for industrial depression, and re- 
ir | that our Reds beat the air in dis- 
cussing. distribution of commodities, and 
naming to produce them. Earl De La 
Warr ‘vigorously condemned the capitalist 
system. He was listened to, in the main, 
with attention, but occasionally there were 
dissent and impatient gestures.

A NEW PROVINCIAL COUNCIL. 


At the second meeting yesterday of fhe Belfast 
County Board of the N.Á. and C.A. of Ireland, 
which was formed after the recent gplit, held in 
Relfast, it was reported that an agreement had 
been come to with the Central Council in Deblin. 

This agreement sei out—(1) That the Belfast 
County Board be done away with; (2) that two 
County Boards for Pown and Antrim be set mh, 
the Central Council guarantecing a County Board 
in Cavan, and the three Boards to form a 
Provincial Council In the meantime the County 
Town and Antrim Boards to form a _ Provineial 
Council and carry on till the Cavan Board sends 
a representative, 

The Central Council are prepared té recornise 
this Provincial Council in order that ithe Cham- 
rionships may be ron this year as formerly. 

It was further agreed that existing members of 
ciubs be eligible to compete in County... Provindal, 
and National Championships provided they are 
resident within a 20 miles radius of their dub 
headquarters. 

An athlete, a member of a elub in one county 
and residing in another county, shall only be 
eligible to compete for the county in which his 
cub has its headquarters. This concession to 
terminate on October 17th, after which date mem- 
bers must join clubs @ accordance with Rule & 

Tt was decided to dissolve the existing Belfast 
County Board at a meeting next Tuesday, and 
form the County Boards for Down and Antrim.

The sheep market to-day, of about 3,900 
anim:':, was about half as large. as that >i 
twenty years ago, and was considerably 
smaller than last vear's. 


It was for t 
larger part a fair of wethers, but lambs, 
ewes and hoggets were also penned. The 
market opened dull, but finished with a 
clearance at prices little below those whicn 
obtained last year, and something beter 
than those at Roscommon Fair last week. A 
pretty general opinion was that there was 
lit\le to gramble at in the prices, except for 
the ewes, which, indifferent in quality fer the 
most part, were sold :t very low rates. In 
an uncertain market it was hard to get an 
average, but the largest ¢-op from last year's 
prices was put at ten shillings, and the lowest 
at three _ hillings. 

here were few sales of big lots, ns t 
by the Messrs. Hession, the well-known floc 
masters, who di ed of about 1,500 wethers 
at an average of 90s. each, £4 was nearer 
to the general average for wethers. Hoggets 
ranged from £3 5s. to £35 15s., with rare 
sales at £4. Lambs averaged 50s. each, but 
it is expected that at to-morrow’s fair the 
average will go up. 

In the early hours of this morning 's busi- 
ness there was a good deal of holding back 
on the part of feeders from the M Midlands, 
who bought sheep here last year that died a 
month Sates from fluke. During the morning 
the reluctance arising from that experience 
wore off, and at to-morrow’s lamb-buying it 
is hoped. that the confidence in Galway sheep 
will be restored. 

Generally speaking, the horse market was 
bad for sellers. Working horses were almost 
a drag—hard t* sell at any price. The 
streets both yesterday and to-day were 
thronged with animals which, even in times 
of demand, would !|..rdly catch the e.e of an 
inexperienced buyer. For these it was hard 
to get £12, and for the best draughts, fit for 
any work, £15 was a price to boast of. It 
was quite common to. hear the re- 
mark from country people, ‘‘ The horse 
trade is done for,” and the slackness 
in buying would seem to satisfy the most 
gloomy forecasts in regard to Irish draughts. 

In the bred horses the best price, so far, 
has been secured by Mr. W. Flanagan, 
V.8., Ballinasloe, who sold his seven-year-old 
bay thoroughbred, Saint Grenan, to “Mr. 0. 
Dixon, of Resins: for 200 guineas. The 
horse is a son of King Edgar and half 
brother to Vagabond. He has i beaten 
Bitson at the East Galway Steeplechase meet- 
ing and Miss Jiggs, a good winner, at later 
meetings.
